In Vain 


The Tory Southern Senators are all set 
for some serious gloating. 


And with them will be the Northern Tory 
Republicans—who despite their pious lip- 
service to the contrary—will be gloating 
with them. 


Together this wrecking crew yesterday 
drove another dagger into the anti-lynching 
bill by defeating cloture for the second time. 
They hope yesterday’s victory will be the 
awan song of the fight to pass this measure. 
But they will be made to hope in vain. 


It should surprise no one that the Repub- 
lican traitors, who supported the bill with 
their fingers crossed,* voted against the limi- 
tation of debate on the ground of “democrat- 
ic free speech.” Further, it should surprise 
no ene that Vandenberg, Liberty League 
“white hope” in the Senate, was among this 
number. , . 


The fascist-minded Liberty. Leaguers 
assault the labor and democratic rights of 
labor and the people under the name of “Lib- 
erty.” The pirate filibusters for six weeks 
have been blocking the democratic majority 
of 70 in favor of the bill, by conniving with 
the undemocratic minority of 18 to strangle 
it to death. They dare tell the people that a 
filibuster of 18 die-hard reactionaries against 
a majority of 70 Senators is “democracy.” 


“Democracy” to them is defying the ex- 
pressed mandate of progressive America. 
“Democracy” to them is a smokescreen to 
defend the lynch-law of the Southern “un- 
reconstructed rebels.” 

To the American people, the defeat of 
cloture was another blow against the consti- 
tutional rights of the Negro people—and the 
cherished democratic traditions of the coun- 
‘try.
